The Canadian Medical Association, approving hospitals for in- 
ternship, makes practically the same requirements the following 
statement: must medical library adequately equipped with 
useful selection standard texts and reference works and medical 
journals. The library must near the hospital building and readily 
accessible the staff members and interns. member the medical 
staff should responsible for the library.” 

The American College Surgeons now has two basic standards 
according which hospitals are appraised and publishes 
approved hospitals: (1) the List Approved Hospitals that meet 
the minimum standard for hospitals, and (2) the List Hospitals 
Approved for Graduate Training for General Surgery and/or the 
Surgical Specialties. The minimum standard the American College 
Surgeons contains statement with respect the equipment, size, 
and personnel the hospital library, but the recommendations 
MacEachern, associate director the American College 
Surgeons and director the Department Hospital Standardization 
are found his text Medical Records the opens 
his consideration the hospital medical library follows:

Its members 
should fully cognizant the value the library, eager extend 
its usefulness each the departments the hospital, and ready 
offer and accept co-operation from these departments. has been 
generally found that the interests the library have been best served 
permanent committee which will have increasing influence 
from year year with the department heads and other members 
the professional staff.

The lending, maintaining, and binding material within the col- 
lection are important interrelated responsibilities. Material should 
loaned only dependable persons and careful record should kept 
the lending and returning individual issues and volumes the 
end that journals may maintained intact for binding, and reference 
works available when needed. Simple though these tasks may appear, 
they require accuracy, tact, and perserverance. discarding passing 
larger collections volumes which have ceased useful the 
hospital, the librarian should guided the requirements her 
readers and the advice her committeemen. Differentiation between 
antiquated books and standard texts sometimes requires great 
nicety judgment that the librarian can well seek assistance from 
her appointed advisors. Let them decide whether they prefer part 
with old friend, install additional shelving. 

much for the minimum responsibility which may ex- 
pected the hospital medical librarian. Her activities this capacity 
may summed briefly, though not lightly—for they are important

more extensive service may expected the librarian who gives 
her full time this one task and yet, having not too large collection 
care for, can extend her activities into the field medical research.

some instances, however, through fault her own and her 
own personal regret, other duties absorb her energies. such case, her 
responsibilities medical librarian are kept the minimum above de- 
scribed.

ened the sting somewhat stating that the nurse was making praise- 
worthy effort improve the status her vocation. The American 
Nurses Association claims that nursing today can meet Dr. 
criteria. They quote Homer Folks saying: so- 
ciety has usually taken centuries develop profession this generation 
has seen fwo new professions—nursing and social work—become fully 

the January 1939 number The American Journal Nurs- 
ing, Roberts, its editor, says: “Doctors and public health 
officials may define what they want nurses, but nurses should 
secure the knowledge that they and they alone know how build 
plans for nursing care whether for individual for 
Atlee speaking before the biennial meeting the Canadian 
Nurses’ Association last year, had this say: surely within

Today nursing education has its primary objective the prepara- 
tion the student function nurse, citizen, and social 
being. This one the many assumptions that are basic the think- 
ing that went into the making the new curriculum guide for schools 
nursing, namely that the function the school nursing pri- 
marily the education the nurse, and not heretofore provide 
nursing service for hospital patients. The first “no way

The first school nursing established this country the pat- 
tern Florence Nightingale’s school St. Thomas Hospital, London, 
was opened Bellevue Hospital 1873. was not until 1878 that 
the first nursing textbook published this country appeared. 
was called Manual Nursing, prepared for the committee the 
training school Bellevue Hospital, for the use the managers, 
head nurses and students. usually show the freshmen when they 
come the library for their Use the talks during 
their orientation period. They invariably look the number pages 
the book, 143, and sigh wistfully they contemplate upon all one 
needed know about nursing back 1878. 

This book together with Manual Nursing for Family and 


General Use, published under the direction the Connecticut Train- 


ing School for Nurses, later that same year, and Clara Weeks Shaw’s 
Textbook Nursing, served the only nursing texts for generation. 
Then the so-called the appeared, the first text- 
book anatomy and physiology for nurses, Diana Kimber, the 
first textbook materia medica for nurses, Lavinia Dock, and 
Isabel Hampton Robb’s Principles and Practice Nursing. All three 
authors were Bellevue graduates. These books constituted for many years 
the bedrock teaching nursing schools and gave the emerging 
profession that aspect professionalism which Flexner declared neces- 
sary for any group assaying recognition profession, namely, 
must from time time register its more important performances 
literature growing solidarity and variety.” 

seems have been about 1886 that the nursing group first began 
discuss the possibility library planning. Progress was slow, and 
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between that time and 1900 when The American Journal Nursing 
began, there was not much discussion activity far libraries 
were concerned. 1903 Adelaide Nutting wrote article The 
American Journal Nursing suggesting list textbooks and refer- 
ence books, will afford useful working equipment and form 
least nucleus for good school She suggests also card 
catalog, index periodical literature, preparation bibliographies 
and the organization pamphlet file. That these suggestions were 
not seized and acted upon once evidenced from her remarks 
libraries included her report Status pub- 
299 schools out 692 reporting evidence was found anything 
the nature library. The reports said ‘no books’ ‘no data,’ 
ignored the question. the remaining schools, reports showed 
which the number books did not exceed 25, and was found not 
exceed 100 over two-thirds the entire number reporting. 
some instances libraries were reported containing from 100 1000 
and two three instances beyond that number. the latter case 
seemed probable that the library usually was that the hospital, the

1917 the first Curriculum for Schools Nursing was published 
the National League Nursing Education.

the latter might perhaps serve small group related schools. 
all possible, trained librarian should employed.” 

spite repeated attempts made the committee the use 
library facilities create library consciousness and stimulate li- 
brary development, the committee the grading nursing schools 
drew another picture encircling gloom when 1932 reported that, 
“half the schools nursing the country have less than 160 refer- 
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ence books their school libraries. Only per cent have 500 books 
more.” Many schools had made funds available for books, books had 
been purchased, but since one was directly responsible for them they 
had softly and suddenly vanished away and never been met with again 
like the Baker Lewis Hunting the Snark. almost 
seemed that the particular kind Snark which the nursing school 
library was exposed was most certainly the Boojum variety.

Singlehanded Miss Doyle had classified several small nursing 
school collections New York City, according the Dewey decimal 
classification. She discovered that this was inadequate for such spe- 
cialized collection. she began investigate other schemes. She went 
Washington and discussed the matter with Dr. Putnam the Library 
Congress. Dr. Garrison happened away from the Surgeon Gen- 
eral’s library the time, but reply her request for advice, 
wrote her this charming and characteristic letter: letter July 
was forwarded here. think the safest and best way out 
would make your own classification along broad and simple 
lines, including the subjects you mention, your collection is, all 
probability, not large one. you wish tag your books with com- 
plex formula numerals, the big general alphabetic directory the 
Library Congress classification would your best guide, but 
intended for the Library Congress stacks, which are virtually large 
city, with streets, numbers, names inhabitants and N.S.E. and 
quarters; brief, city directory too elaborate and complex for 
small collection, probably one room, which might likened 
village which everybody knows everybody else. think the main grand 
divisions the Ballard arrangement, plus whatever else you choose 
add, would serve your purpose best the long 

Miss Doyle decided that since nursing distinct professional 
discipline having library requirements peculiar itself, that nursing 
library not medical library, social work library, general li- 
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brary, special classification scheme was ‘indicated. She called, not 
vain, upon Mary Casamajor, formerly librarian the National Health 
Library, for aid. For over year Miss Doyle and Miss Casamajor worked 
special scheme which came known the Bellevue Classifica- 
tion. decimal classification adapted special nursing needs. 
was included the Library Handbook and recommended for use 
schools whose libraries had not been adequately classified. The Bellevue 
list subject headings worked out the above mentioned collabora- 
tors was also included. Suggestions for the administration and organiza- 
tion nursing school library, list fifty periodicals and list 
sources free and inexpensive materials were also included this 
handbook. The handbook not procedure book, but guide which 
should supplemented with standard manuals library technique. 
That has met felt need evidenced the fact that over 900 copies 
the Library Handbook have been sold. 

The 1927 edition the Curriculum for schools nursing con- 
tained list compiled from books suggested under the various courses 
study, but was not intended library booklist primarily. was 
used such, however, for years. The demand for booklist aid 
developing well-balanced collection became insistent that the 
National League Nursing Education published 1937 the 
Book List: Books suggested for Purchase for Libraries Schools 
This list, which includes 1000 titles, intended represent 
the foundations for moderately-sized library. The entries are arranged 
under the twenty-two subject headings, with author index. might 
interest know how this list was compiled. tentative list 
1500 titles was first compiled the National League Nursing 
Education’s subcommittee the nursing school library. This tentative 
list was checked 250 nurses (directors, instructors, supervisors 
nursing schools and public health nursing physicians, 
dietitians, librarians connected with public, medical and special 
libraries and other specialists making total 370 people. Each 
book was checked one five columns indicating, (1) that the book 
was absolutely essential nursing school library; (2) that should 
included second choice; (3) that should selected third 
choice; (4) that was undesirable and should omitted; (5) that the 
book was unknown the checker. was urged that additional titles 
suggested. The returns were compiled and the subcommittee appointed 
special group librarians and nurses over the results and pre- 
pare the lists for The League plans issue supplements 
this list. 

The American Journal Nursing has contributed greatly toward 
the movement for better libraries through its helpful, practical, and in- 
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spirational articles reading, library standards, library practice, 
library equipment, library lighting, ward libraries, bulletin boards, and 
its monthly lists free and inexpensive materials interest nurses. 
During the past five years twenty-one articles libraries have been pub- 
lished its pages. That these efforts are bearing fruit seen from 
reports which come from all parts the country telling increased 
appropriations, effective and ingenious ways raising library funds, 
the appointments full-time trained librarians, reclassification 
and recataloging libraries according standard procedure. 

Several states have surveyed the library resources their nursing 
schools, notable among these are California, Colorado, Iowa, Kansas 
and Kentucky. California made its survey 1935. Helen Hansen, 
Chief California’s bureau registration nurses writes recently: 
“Since making our library study 1935 have made annual 
follow-up visit each school nursing. have been delighted 
find steady progress the evolution our school libraries and feel 
that the study has definitely stimulated the schools better work 
along this line. Several schools have now combined the school nurs- 
ing library with that for internes, that librarian may charge 
both them. Two schools have part time librarians and the county 
schools nursing have for the most part been able obtain some 
service from the county librarian’s 

Colorado’s study its school nursing library facilities was made 
last year the Colorado State board nurse examiners with the 
assistance the University Denver, and the Colorado League 
Nursing Education. Recommendations were made for improvement 
the physical set-up libraries. present lack plan for financ- 
ing libraries should given They suggest that part 
the school’s budget should allocated for the employment least 
part-time librarian trained help the student individual research. 
would not seem advisable charge library fee unless the pro- 
ceeds are used full part maintain trained librarian 
direct students the use the library. long-time future plan should 
made for the purchase books which will build the library 
meet the recommendations for nursing library outlined the 
Basic Book List the National League Nursing 

much for the undergraduate student, but the nursing school 
library owes something its graduates also. All over the country, 
graduate nurses are enrolled college courses, and carrying their 
hospital jobs the same time. recent study hospitals revealed 
that 1118 nurses were doing college work the late afternoon, evening 
days off One New York hospital has 200 employed nurses 
who are enrolled college work. More and more the nursing school 
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library feeling its responsibility toward this group energetic young 
women. Special funds are being provided for books for the use grad- 
uates, associations; the graduates themselves are raising 
money candy sales, silver teas, sandwich sales, etc. 

The preceding remarks have had particular reference the hospital 
school nursing, where the problem for provision books has been 
most acute. Today there are schools nursing connected with col- 
leges and universities, offering combined undergraduate program 
leading diploma nursing and degree. The student nurse 
such institutions has access, course, the university college li- 
brary, and the medical school library. The hospital, the medical pro- 
fession and the profession nursing have co-operative functions 
perform. has been estimated that back every physician stand nine 
other workers engaged services which contribute the care the 
sick, the prevention disease and the education men and women 
preparation for professional service. 

the annual meeting the Association Collegiate Schools 
Nursing held last April Nashville, Henry Meleney emphasized 
the need for, “closer co-operation between the brother and sister pro- 
fessions medicine and finer example co-operation 
between the two professions observed than the field libraries. 
Certainly the medical profession playing the part the older, in- 
terested and generous brother the younger, enterprising and ambitious 
sister far sharing library resources concerned. 

cross-section hospital nursing school libraries was observed 
replies received from large hospital schools nursing which 
questionnaires had been sent. Fifty-five reported that nursing students 
had free access the medical library the hospital. Comments such 
these were added: “The librarian the medical library takes much 
interest finding material for nurses, she does for doctors, interns 
and dietitians. Nurses are made feel welcome and home 
the Medical All the schools replying reported having li- 
braries their own housed for the most part the nurses’ residence. 
Twenty-eight schools reported over 1500 books their collection, and 
five reported over 4000 volumes; reported full-time librarians, and 
part-time librarians. This indication surely that the nursing pro- 
fession does not wish play the cuckoo far library building 
concerned, but making real effort make provision for its own 
library needs, thus strengthening the piers education and research 
which the arch every profession must based. indicates also 
that the nursing profession appreciates the opportunity for access 
the broader field medical literature which the medical library has 
made available, and that making the most this opportunity. 
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one who has worked nursing school library large city 
hospital during the past four years, nothing has been more heartening 
than the friendliness, the encouragement, and the never-ending cour- 
tesies always generously extended medical libraries the vicinity, 
not only the librarian, but instructors and student and graduate 
nurses well. The Medical Library Association has granted nursing 
school libraries institutional membership, and the bounties from the 
Medical Library Exchange are making nursing school libraries more 
worthwhile. 

Just medicine will always the keystone the arch service, 
medical libraries will always the keystone the arch medical 
and education. Through this arch the sister profession nurs- 
ing may pass fuller realization the value scientific achieve- 
ment, and the acquisition cultural and scientific background that 
will stimulate creative effort for better future nursing.

EONS BEFORE Melvil Dewey, there was abbot who decided assign 
one his monks the task caring for the monastery’s collection 
manuscripts. This was innovation, but the father superior responded 
his peers’ criticisms slyly pointing out that statistics showed the 
acquisition manuscripts his monastery for the past fiscal year 
greater than all the other monasteries together. The young monk 
who fell heir this sinecure was assigned larger cell, and equipped 


with several quills and some parchment for his records. Ever since that 
time, librarians have been accustomed think themselves workers 
whose basic tools are writing instrument and various types cards 
which write. Although the largest modern libraries are honey- 
combed with teletypes, pneumatic tubes, electric lifts, automatic con- 
veyors, and charging machines, yet these are exceptional library build- 
ings—the average librarian concerns himself with nothing more mechan- 
ical than telephone, typewriter, and metal dater with rubber type 
fit over the end his pencil. 

But librarians are warning each other that research libraries, 
microfilm will soon commonplace books, periodicals, and pam- 
phlets. What research library? Twenty years ago the term designated 
libraries educational institutions above the undergraduate level, 
learned societies and scientific foundations. Today, every sophomore 
calls his homework research; libraries midland high schools request 
books interlibrary loan for teachers who are working their doc- 
toral dissertations throughout the school year; and paper-box factory 
asks its librarian obtain microfilm article foreign journal 
that the technical department may learn new test for paper fibers. 
the world tomorrow, research methods will inculcated the 
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kindergarten. The embryo librarian will familiar with microfilm 
his junior high school days, and will manipulate reading machines 
with ease the time has taken his doctorate librarianship and 
certified practice. 

Meanwhile, those who are coping with microfilm feel like 
members lost generation. Many had passed our apprenticeship 
library service, and were settling comfortably into middle age. 
Abruptly discovered that our formative years ought have been 
spent learning the laws optics instead conjugating the optative 
mood Greek verbs, and that some knowledge chemistry would 
more useful than any half dozen foreign languages. Problem number 
one microphotography for librarians is: how shall we, basically trained 
the humanities, adapt ourselves new medium which product 
the physical sciences? Can non-scientific library staff make intel- 
ligent use microfilm? 

Let remember that there are two entirely different kinds work 
the field microphotography: making microfilm and handling it. 
Few librarians the field have equally minute knowledge both 
these branches and their problems. The film made laboratory, 
where the photographer relatively free from interruptions the 
the public service staff the library. 

want demonstrate the making microfilm its simplest 
terms for you today, shall say that consists two fundamental 
steps—copying and processing. Each these steps involves countless 
separate operations, the successful performance which based the 
laws physics, chemistry, and mathematics. Copying, taking the 
picture, includes (1) adjustment the camera the correct height 
above the object, (2) focusing, (3) lighting, (4) diaphragm opening, 
(5) timing. The basic equipment for copying consists camera; 
device for holding the camera parallel the object; and adequate artifi- 
cial light enough daylight not available the laboratory. this 
table have camera stand mounted with Leica camera and sliding- 
focusing-copying attachment. Underneath the camera have placed 
book. When this meeting over, you are all invited come the 
platform and look the ground glass focusing screen the image 
the book. Now that the image focus the screen, slide the 
screen over make room for the camera which contains roll mm. 
film. You see that the film now directly place over the book where 
you saw the ground glass screen moment ago. release the shut- 
ter the camera, and the image the book now the film. 
(Demonstration). said before, these three pieces equipment 
are basic. There are countless additional and expensive sorts ap- 
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paratus which microphotographer needs for lighting, loading the 
camera, timing, and other features the work. 

Processing treating the film with chemicals bring out the image, 
and then removing the chemicals before the film dried. Like copying, 
involves good many separate operations and requires bewildering 
array tanks, instruments and lethal chemicals. The mystery the 
process intensified the darkroom system red, green, and amber 
lights which respond not push buttons but keys inserted locks. 
From all this you have gathered that copying and processing are 
definitely not for the librarian unless has mechanical aptitude and 
leaning toward the scientific. 

The handling however, less dependent under- 
standing chemistry, but some its problems have proved equally 
insoluble. These are: (1) acquisition, (2) storage, (3) cataloging and 
classification, (4) the reading machine, and (5) reader education. 
Every library solving the acquisition problem according the amount 
assistance feels obligated give its readers. Columbia un- 
dertake purchase photostats and microfilms from other libraries for 
any faculty member graduate student who needs buy such mate- 
rial. This entails great deal correspondence and record-keeping, but 
enables compare films from various libraries and agencies and 
find out where the best films are made. When the need arises for 
film book which owned several different libraries, now 
order from the institution which makes the best film near 
good agency. 

for storage, the ramifications this problem are infinite. Shall 
keep microfilm short strips and small cans inch 
diameter; shall splice all the short lengths together one long 
roll, 100 feet length, and keep reel? keep short 
lengths, have each film ready for instant use; but this advantage 
offset the problem cabinet for the small cans, and the neces- 
sity rolling each film onto reel order put reading ma- 
chine. Very well, shall adopt the 100-foot length method, and keep 
the film already wound reels. this case, are soon faced with 
the necessity determining just where the hundred feet find film 
number 17, which the reader wants hurry. And furthermore, 
must use rewinder and mounting flange, since the long film will 

Then there cataloging and classification. Let us, Mark Twain 
used say, draw curtain over this scene. Catalogers are allowing 
themselves persuaded that necessary describe films such 
terms II-S, positive, cellulose acetate, diameter reduc- 
other words, they are describing the film strip itself well 
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the book which reproduction. Would these same catalogers 
approve the suggestion that every card for printed book include 
description the kind paper and font type? 

word two about classification. Everyone seems agree that 
since films will not stand the shelves alongside books, there 
necessity for classifying them. And yet there would distinct advan- 
tage having films brought together the shelf list with other books 
the same class. Suppose, decide forego this advantage and de- 
vise new scheme for arranging our microfilms numerical order. 
Obviously the simplest procedure give each one accession num- 
ber soon comes into the library. This all very well until 
reach 100, when the films automatically enter the Dewey class for 
philosophy. Indeed, follow the practice some libraries and omit 
the initial zero the 000 Dewey class, all our microfilms the twen- 
ties will fall the same class library science. will take all our 
philosophy and library science pull out this dilemma. Libraries 
that have had the forethought use the L.C. classification system are 
indulging quiet smile satisfaction. 

The fourth problem handling film the reading machine. The 
very name the instrument misnomer, and will repel all right- 
thinking bibliophiles the start. One enterprising undergraduate re- 
cently inquired the reading machine was anything like the talking 
book, which had heard was painless way getting through required 
reading. Shall we, then, rechristen the thing film machine? No, because 
the manufacturers photographic supplies are issuing distended cata- 
logues full all kinds machines use the different film processes. 
Are adopt the nomenclature the reading machine manufacturers, 
and call simply Confusion results among librarians, who 
for several generations have used the term designate user the 
library. sheet instructions issued with its reading machine, one com- 
pany advises that microfilm readers are given careful test 
the factory, then the head removed. put the reader operation 
unpack carefully and ease the head down into position until the collar 
rests firmly.

This fundamental work the science library classification frankly 
written for the librarian who particularly interested organization and 
teaching, but will well repay reading all persons interested classification 
literary materials all fields knowledge.
